: that Governor Durbin’s action in refus- 
ing was the result of a political bargain 
made before his election to office and 
characterizes his charges against the 
courts and officials of Kentucky as slan- 
derous and inexcusable misrepresenta- 
tions. 

He takes the stand that the governor 
of a state has no discretionary power but 
only ministerial power in the honoring of 
legally drawn requisitions from other 
states, and this is taken here as indica- 
tion that steps will shortly be taken in 
the courts to compel ‘Durbin by man- 
damus to honor the requisitions. If such 
proceedings are instituted, they will be 
in the courts of Indiana and take! on 
appeal to the supreme court. 

Governor Beckham’s Letter. 

In addressing Governor Durbin, Gov- 

ernor Beckham says: 


“Frankfort, Ky., November 9, 1901.—Sir: 
Your refusal to honor the requisitions 
some time ago sent you by me, asking for 
the extradition of W. S. Taylor and 
Charles Finley, fugitives from justice 
from this state, charged with being ac- 
cessories to the murder of William Goe- 
bel, was not unexpected, but the remark- 
able letter with which you accompanied 
the return of the papers, was indeed a 
surprise to me, and I sincerely regret 
the necessity of this reply. {t is true 
I had been reliably ‘nformed that you had 
Incurred campaign obligations which 
committed you to the protection of tnese 
two valuable adjuncts to your political 
fortunes, and that they had been prom- 
ised immunity from arrest under requi- 
sitions from Kentucky authorities in the 
event of your election as governor. You 
are at least entitled to the credit of 
having faithfully carried out your reputed 
agreement with them; however, in doing 
so you have violated your oath of office 
and brought discredit upon the high po- 
-sition you hold. But even with this un- 
derstanding of your embarrassing posi- 
tion, confronted as you were on the one 
side by the law and justice, and on the 
Other by a miserable political bargain, 
I could not believe that you would so 
far forget the dignity and obligations of 
your office and the courteous relations 
that exist among the chief executives of 
the various states, as to go out of your 
Way to offer a gratuitous insult to the 
people of Kentucky, and to cast a reflec- 
tion upon the courts and public officials 
of the state. If these slanderous charges 
had come from you as one individual, then 
they would be treated with the silent 
contempt they so justly deserve, byt as 
they come from you as the governor of a 
great state, I shal] not hesitate to hold 
you up to public scorn, and show how 
unjust and unfounded are the willful and 
inexcusable misrepresentations in your 
letter.

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PROFESSOR SMITH KILLED 
BY FALLING FROM WINDOW 


Member of Faculty of Columbia University and Was 
ona Year’s Vacation=s=-Fell from Window

EW YORK, 
N ard Mayo Smith, a professor of 
political economy at Columbia uni- 
versity, was killed tonight by fall- 
ing from a_ewindow of his study 
on the fourth floor of his resi- 
dence on West Seventy-seventh street 
to the stone flagging in the rear. . So 
far as the police have investigated they 
conclude that the fall was accidental. 
Professor Smith, a short time ago, be- 
gan the year’s vacation which Columbia 
gives to members of the faculty after 
they have served seven years. He had 
been ill for a few months, not quite 
enough to cause the family any alarm. 
This evening he told his wife, who was 
in the study with him, that he felt tired

and would lie down for a short time. She 
left him. Very soon after the butler, in 
passing the study door, saw the form of 
a man going out of the.window. He 
thought it was a burglar and ran down 
stairs to inform Mrs. Smith. Something 
made the wife think it might be her 
husband, and, on running out to the 
rear yard, she saw the body of the pro- 
fessor. A physician who was called 
said death must have been instantane- 
Professor Mayo Smith was 47 years 
of age and was born in Ohio. Besides 
his wife, he leaves four children. He 
had been a professor of political econ- 
omy at Columbia since 1883. He was the 
author of a number of economic works. 
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of the implacables and radicals in your 
own party, with a view to that end. 
Was Deliberately Planned. 

“There is no doubt that the assassina- 
tion of Willtam Goebel on the state cap- 
itol grounds was the result of a deliber- 
ate and carefully planned conspiracy, 
that he was shot from a window in the 
office of the secretary of state, not over 
40 feet from the governor's office, where 
W. 8S. Taylor was when the shot was 
fired; that Taylor immediately had all 
the entrances to the building guarded, 
and forbade the admission of the peace 
officers who sought to enter and search 
for the assassin; that he threw every 
obstacle in his power in the way of pre- 
venting the arrest and conviction of 
any one suspected of the crime; that he 
issued his pardons to some of those un- 
der suspicion even before their arrest 
and indictment; that he was presuma- 
bly the beneficiary in the death of Wil- 
liam Goebel, who was contesting with 
him the title to the governorship of Ken- 
tucky; that he refused to recognize the 
writ of habeas corpus, filled the state 
capitol with over a thousand armed des- 
peradoes, and threatened the entire stato 
with revolution and anarchy, and that 
today he is a cringing supplicant at your 
feet, begging that he be not given over 
to trial on an indictment charging him 
with being a conspirator in the murder 
of his successful rival. It would be no 
satisfaction to any one to punish an in- 
nocent man for this crime. The mind 
of any civilized man revolts at such an 
idea. The brothers and friends of the 
murdered governor simply demand the 
punishment of those who conspired to 
kill him. No political advantage could 
be gained by any one or any party in 
convicting the two self-confessed crimi- 
nals now basking in the smiles of your 
protecting care. You ask again what 
was the object in appropriating $100,000 
for the conviction of the suspected mur- 
derers of William Goebel? The same ob- 
ject which prompted the government 
to pay secret service men and other de- 
tectives to discover if possible whether 
the miserable wretch Czolgosz had any 
confederates in his dastardly crime. Only 
$7,000 has been spent of the Goebel re- 
ward fund, all in the legitimate expen- 
ses of the trial, and it is reasonable to 
assert that at least that much has al- 
ready been spent in the laudable purpose 
of trying to discover the anarchist plot 
to murder our lamented president. 

“The honored name of Kentucky needs 
no defense at my hands. Her history is 
one of which we are justly proud. Over 
a hundred years ago she became a com- 
monwealth in the American union, and 
her pioneer citizens leveled the forests, 
built homes, schools, churches, estab- 
lished civil government, and quickly’, 
placed her among the first states of the 
union. Her people are brave, generous, 
hospitable and obedient to the law. Life, 
liberty and property are as safe within 
her borders as anywhere on earth. Only 
one time in her history were these bless- 
Ings threatened, and that was brought 
about by these two fugitives whom you 
harbor, and some of their associates. 
It was then, too, that the great body 
of Kentuckians showed their splendid 
character, their forbearance and their 
profound respect for the law and the 
constituted authorities, and it was their 
courage at such a critical time that 
brought order out of chaos; government 
out of anarchy. Such a people as these 
could neither be helped by your praise 
nor harmed by your scurrilous abuse, 
and such a people would*‘never knowingly 
permit any one to be unjustly deprived 
of his life ‘or liberty.’’

This document gives 
the estate to his cousin, W. E. D. Stokes.

WILL DISCUSS RECIPROCITY. 


Convention To Meet in Washington 
Next Week. 

Philadelphia, November 11.—The pro- 
gramme for the national reciprocity con- 
vention at Washington next week was 
made pablic today by President Theo- 
dore C. Search, of the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers, who is chairman 
of the committee on arrangements for 
the committee. The programme is sub- 
ject to such changes as might suggest 
themselves during the progress of the 
meeting. 

Th ‘first session will be held in the 
Hotel Raleigh Tuesday morning, Novem- 
ber 19, when the chairman, six vice pres- 
idents and two secretaries will be select- 
ed and the necessary committees ap- 


| polmeed. Tie formal business wii begin 
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at the afternoon session and the entire 
afternoon and evening will be devoted to 
the question of commercial reciprocity 
as applicable to relations with the Span- 
ish-American countries. 

Wednesday will be devoted to discus- 
sion of reciprocity in its connection with 
European countries and Wednesday 
evening reciprocity with Canada will be 
discussed. 

Thursday will be set apart for a gen- 
eral discussion of reciprocity and the 
consideration of such resolutions as may 
be reported from the committee on res- 
olutions. The final session probably will 
be held on Thursday afternoon. The 
committee on resolutions will report dur- 
ing the various sessions, and resolutions 
as may relate to the various subjects 
under discussion. All formal papers or 
prepared addresses are to be. presented 
either on Tuesday or Wednesday, as the 
sessions of the third day are set apart 
exclusively to general discussion and ac- 
tion on resolutions. 7

HE TURNS OVER THE PROPERTY 


Oberlin Carter Places Money in 
Hands of Receivers. 

Chicago, November 11.—Another step_to 
further proceedings brought by the gov- 
ernment against the property of Oberlin 
M. Carter was taken in the United States 
circuit court today. Attorney Horace G. 
Stone, representing the convicted army 
officer and his relatives, carried out. part 
of the agreement recently signed by turn- 
ing over about $71,000 worth of property. 
The property consists of $60,000 in railroad 
bonds, & note for $11,000 and $700 In cash. 
These will be Kept In possesston of Ré- 
ceiver Max. Whitney, pending a settle- 
ment of the controversy in the federal 
court. This makes the total amount re- 
ceived up to date about {§90,000. 

Another portion is still to be trans- 
ferred to the receiver, and this will bring 
the total to almost $500,000. 


MESSERSMITH IS INSOLVENT. 


Failure Announced of Cotton Broker 
Who Was Arrested. 

Baltimore, November 11.—The failure of 
John K. Messersmith, cotton broker, was 
announced today. He was arrested here 
a few days ago charged by the Mer- 
chants’ national bank, of this city, with 
fraudulently hypothecating a bill of lad- 
ing for cotton after he had withdrawn it 
from the local warenouse. 

The amount involved is about $25,000, 
and Mr. Messersmith denies criminal in- 
tent. The liabilities aside from those to 
the bank mentioned are thought to be 
small. 


BOSTON SIX-STORY IN FLAMES 


Fire Breaks Out This Morning in 
Large Structure. 

Boston, November 12.—1:45 a. m.—Fire 
broke out at 1:30 this morning in the 
six-story building corner! Franklin and 
Broad streets, occupied chiefly by the 
Murphy Varnish Company. Within a few 
minutes a fourth alarm was sounded. 
The fire broke out on an upper floor. In 
the building on the lower floor were of- 
fices of probably a score of mercantile 
firms. 


CONSTITUTIONALISTS AT WORK. 


Day Spent Considering County Gov- 
ernment Committee’s Report. 
Richmond, Va., November 11.—(Special.) 
The constitutional convention today near- 
ly completed the consideration of the re- 
port of the committee on county govern- 
ment. Captain Parks offered a substitute 
in regard to the section relating to the 
board of supervisors and it was adopted. 
It provides that they shall meet as often 
as the public business may require. 
Matters in relation to overseers of the 
poor and constables were left to the leg- 
islature. 


Denied the Application. 
York, December 11.—The applica- 
Deputy Police Commissioner 
William S. Devery to make absolute a 
temporary writ of prohibition restrain- 
ing Justice William Travers Jerome from 
trying charges of neglect of duty pre- 
ferred against him, was today denied by 
Justice O’Gorman, in the supreme court, 
the justice holding that the magistrate

WHAT THE MEASURE PROVIDES 


New Constitution’s Chief Feature Is 
Suffrage Clause. 
Montgomery, Ala., November 11.—The 
new constitution for the state of Ala- 
bama was framed primarily to improve 
the character of the suffrage. It provides 
education or property qualifications for 
those who were not soldiers or descend- 
ants of soldiers, ‘and contains a géod 
character clause. The new instrument 
provides for a. leutenant governor, goy- 
ernor and state officials with four-year 
terms; provides for quadrennial] instead 
of biennial sessions of the legislature; 
reduces the limit of taxation to 65 per 
cent; insures a fixed appropriation for 
public schools; prohibits judges and 
members of the legislature from acquir- 
ing free railroad passes, and prohtbits 
lobbying. It also provides a penalty for

Alabama's New Constitution 
Accepted by People 


NEGROES WERE AGAINST IT 


Counties in the Black Belt Gave Ma- 
jorities Against the Measure, 
but the Cities Sent Up Fig- 
ures That Carried the 
State for It. 


Birmingham, Ala., November 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)—At midnight tonight the returns in- 
dicate that the ratificationists have won 
by between 30,000 and 36,000 majority. 

The vote in the state appears to have 
been heavier than was expected. The 
interest in the issue became greatly en- 
livened during the last few days of the 
campaign, and this fact, together with 
the presence at the polls today of large 
numbers of negroes, brought out many 
voters who had heretofore been lukewarm 
in their support of the new constitution. 

There seems to be no doubt but that a 
heavier vote was. cast than has been cast 
in either of the two Jast state elections. 
Of the sixty-six counties in the state, the 
ratificationists appear to have carried 
about thirty and the anti-ratificationists 
The remainder of the 
The ratifiers car-

counties are in doubt. 


ried the large counties and caught the 


large majorities, however, while their op- 
ponents landed the smaller fish. 

Jefferson county gave 3,500 for ratifica- 
tion, Montgomery about 3,000, Madison 
about 2,400 and Dallas at least 2,500, while 
most of the opposition counties sent up 
majorities in the hund@reds. 

Mobile county was still in doubt at mid- 
night tonight, and the presumption is the 
vote there is close. 

Governor Jelks’ county, Barbour, gave 
the ratifiers a majority of about 2,000. 

Mr. Knox’s county, Calhoun, gave them 
about 1,500. 

One of the greatest victories for the 
ratifiers was in Pike, which was saved 
after a fine fight against odds, the cam- 
paign there for the new constit «tion be- 
ing led by Hon. W. J. Samford,the elo- 
quent son of the late governor. 

The anti-ratifiers a, gear to have -car- 
ried the counties -of Lee, Lauderdale, 
Blount, Dale, Walker, Elowaha, St. Clair. 
Cullman, Lamar, Marshall, DeKalb, Jack- 
son, Choctaw, Coosa, Tallapoosa, Clay, 
Marion, Morgan, Franklin, {herokee, 
Chilton, Butler, Conecuh, Lowndes, Hen- 
ry, Fayette, Geneva, Shelby and Win- 
ston. 

Almost the entire seventh district voted 
against ratification. This had for years 
been the weakest district in the state 
from a democratic standpoint. However, 
Chairman Underwood, of the ratification 
state committee, is jubilant tonight. He 
has no tabulated statement to give out, 
but thinks the majority is about 35,000. 

Chairman Shelley, of the opposition 
state committee, has by no means surren- 
dered. He says he has not heard from 
anything like all of the counties, but 
that he calculates a majority of 20,000 
against ratification upon the returns he 
has received. 

The election in this county passed off 
without incident. The county gave a ma- 
jority of almost 3,500 for the new consti- 
tution, and the county boxes just about 
offset each other's majorities. 

Latest Bulletin. 

Montgomery, Ala., November 12, 1:30 
a. m.—(Special.)—Returns up to 1 a. m. in- 
dicate that not exceeding thirty counties 
will show up with majorities against 
ratification. The largest of these seems to 
be about 1,500, and they range -down to 
200, The aggregate of these majorities 
will be overcome by any six of the black 
belt counties going for ratification. This 
leaves about thirty counties whose aggre- 


gate majorities will constitute the net 
majority for ratification.

Huntsville, Ala., November 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)—There was a landslide in Madison 
county today in favor of the ratification 
of the new constitution. At 10 o'clock 
tonight reports had been received from 
eleven precincts out of twenty-two, giving 
the new constitution a majority of 2,390, 
Of the remaining small precincts, ten are 
conceded for ratification and the major- 
ity of the county will be hardly less than

IS WANTED AT LITHONIA 


Held Revival at Lithonia, Won Pretty Miss George, 
Married Her and Deserted Her After Three 
Days---Reward Is $200. 


AMES lL. DOUGLAS, who recently 
_J conducted a revival service at Li 
thonia, Ga., is the principal in the 
biggest sensation DeKalb county has 
known tn years. 

Last Wednesday Douglas married Miss 
Grace George, daughter of B. F. George, 
one of the best kritwn citizens of Li- 
thonia and DeKalb county. The cere- 
mony was performed by Rev. William 
Shaw. pastor of the Berean Congrega- 
tional church. Last Friday Douglas left 
his young bride at their boarding house, 
on Forsyth street, saying he was going 
out on business, and would not returif 
until late. 

That is the last any one has seen of 
him. It is believed he took a train for 
New York at noon Friday, and from New 
York sailed to Europe. 

A reward of $200 has been offered for 
him by B. F. George, and every effort 
will be made to bring him back to At- 
lanta. 

Six weeks ago Douglas went to Lithonia 
from Atlanta for the purpose of conduct- 
ing a revival service. He carried a letter 
from Rev. William Shaw, of Atlanta. He 
made a good impression on the people, 
and was regarded as a strong preacher 
and a well-educated man. He told a story 
of his alleged experience in the Galveston 
flood, where he declared he lost his only 
sister. 

He lived at the George residence dur- 
ing his stay in Lithonia, and among oth- 
er admirers won the esteem of Miss 
Grace George, a pretty and accomplished 
young woman. 

He claimed to be directly from Edin- 
% te and a member of the United 
rethren. Finding none of this sect here, 
he affiliated with the Congregationalists. 
Wedding Last Wednesday. 

The wedding to Miss George occurred 
last Wednesday, Rev. William Shaw per- 
forming the ceremony. The young couple 
came to Atlanta and went to a Forsyth 
street boarding house until they could 
furnish rooms. On the strength of a 
statement to the effect that he was fur- 
nishing rooms Douglas secured money 
from his father in law and various sums 
from others, according to the story that 

comes from Lithonia. 

About 10 o0’clock Friday morning he left 
his wife, telling her he was going into 
the city on business, and would not re- 
turn home until very late. He advised her 
not to wait for him. He did not return, 
and at 9 o’clock Mrs. Douglas went to 
the residence of Mr. Shaw, where she 
spent the night. The next morning her 
father called for her and took her to

There is bitter feéling in Lithonia and 
DeKalb county against Douglas, and it is 
well for him that he has gone to a distant 
point. There seems little doubt that he 
took the noon train for New York, and 
from there sailed for Europe.

and in order to avoid an erroneous publi- 
cation the story given in the foregoing is 
authorized. by the parties most deeply 
concerned. 

The reward for Douglas’ apprehension 
will probably be increased, since a num- 
ber of DeKalb county citizens are inter- 
esting themselves in the matter. The fol- 
lowing is said to be a good description 
of Douglas: 

Five feet six inches tall; black hair, 
Slightly bald on top of head; black mous- 
tache; dark blue eyes; wears glasses; 
sunken teeth; weighs 130 pounds. 

What Mr. Shaw Says. 

A representative of The Constitution 
called upon Rev. William Shaw at his 
home yesterday and asked for a state- 
ment in regard to Douglas. Mr. Shaw 
did not wish to discuss the matter. On 
account of his friendship for the George 
family he desired as little publicity as 
possible given the matter. He was final- 
ly induced to talk concerning his own re- 
lations with Douglas, although he refused 
to express any opinions as to the cause 
of Douglas’ deserting his wife, or Doug- 
las’ probable future course. Mr. Shaw 
said: 

“It is true that I married Douglas to 
Miss George. It is also true that I wrote 
a letter introducing him to friends in 
Lithonia when he first went to that town. 
However, this letter was purely  per- 
sonal. 

“IT have known Douglas for about six 
months, and in that time his actions have 
been perfectly straight up to this last 
event. While here he was often my guest 
and he always seemed a perfect gentle- 
man. He was a quiet man, but was quite 
scholarly, being thoroughly acquainted 
with Latin and Greek. 

“When Douglas came to Atlanta he 
claimed to be a. member of the United 
Brethren, and brought with him letters 
from the authorities of that order in Eng- 
land and Scotland. Just a few days be- 
fore his marriage he was in Decatur as 
the guest of Mr. Holder, who is the head 
of the local assembly of United Brethren. 

“About a month ago he joined the Con- 
gregational church. He held no official 
position with our church, being simply a 
member. When he went to Lithonia I 
knew nothing of his intention to preach 
there. He claimed to be greatly inter- 
ested in the Scotch stone cutters who 
live there, and wanted to work among 
them. After he went to Lithonia the 
Presbyterian people down there invited 
him to hold revival services in their 
church 

‘Douglas claimed to have served on a 
Christian committee for nineteen months 
in South Africa. He came to New Or- 
leans from South Africa on a return mule 
ship, and went from there to Galveston. 

“I was completely deceived in the man, 
and I think’that, everybody else who had 
any dealings with him was deceived also. 
He never fond of women’s com- 
pany, and I believe that his wife is the 
only woman I ever saw him with. 

“IT do not believe that any effort will be 
made to stop him. Legally he has done 
nothing criminal, and if he was caught J 
don’t believe that any charge could be 
brought against him on which he could 
be held.”’

General Judiciary Committee 
Listened to Many Arpu-

SANITARY PROVISION 
LEFT OUT BY REQUEST 


Provision of the Proposed Amend- 
ment Imposes a Tax on the 
Gross Receipts of the Two 
Street Railway Com- 
panies in Atlanta. 


After a session which extended over the 
entire afternoon, during which time a 
number of lengthy arguments were heard, 
the general judiciary committee reported 
favorably on the amendment to the city 
charter of Atlanta with the exception of 
the provision to place the county under 
sanitary and police protection. 

The meeting of the general judiciary 
committee attracted a large gathering, 
among which were the attorneys for the 
Atlanta Railway and Power Company, 
the Atlanta Rapid Transit Company, 
members of council and those directly 
interested in the measure. 

The chief interest in the proposed 
amendment centered on its effect on the 
street railway systems of the city, and 
the bulk of the argument against it was 
directed to that one particular phase. 
Other interests which will be affected 
were also represented. Colonel T. B. Fel- 
der, as counsel for the Postal Telegraph 
Company and the Standard Telephone 
Company, spoke against the bill. 

Fulton Colville spoke in opposition to 
that part of the amendment which pro- 
posed a change in the manner of elect- 
ing 
Alderman Harvey Johnson spoke in ap- 
proval of it : 

The hearing aroused more interest 
than any loca] bill that has been up for 
consideration during the present session 
of the legislature. 
was called to order by Chairman Slaton 
there were about twenty or twenty-five 
interested outside spectators who re- 
mained during the entire.session and la-— 
tened to each phase of the argument with 
interest. Those who spoke in favor of: 
the amendment were: W. B. Hill, Colo- 
nel John C. Read and Judge Ernest 
Kontz.

The argument on both sides was ex- 
haustive. Those who favored the charter 
amendment took the position that the city:

which the city ought to derive a rev 
This revenue was impossible under 
present circumstances and a provisiot 
to levy a tax on the gross receipts was 
the only means by which an adequate in- 
come could be derived. 

Those who opposed the measure ad- 
vanced various arguments. It was stated 
that the street railway companies had’ 
not paid anything over and above the ac- 
tual operating expenses and the interest 
on the borided indebtedness. They were 
paying a yearly tax of $40,000 and to fur- 
ther Increase the burden of taxation’ 
would mean that the roads would be un- 
able to spend the money contemplated in 
improving the system up to the point 
that was necessary. ' 

There was considerable sentiment 
among the members of the committee in 
opposition to the amendment, but follow- 
ing the general custom of courtesy to lo- 
cal representatives, there was no active 
opposition. :

LAWRENCE LEWIS WAS 
OTHER CONVICT CAUGHT 


Qhe Negro Thompson Was Shot in 
Head, but Not Fatally Wounded. 
Lawrence Lewis Was Shot 
Through the Lung and 
Fatally Wounded. 


Topeka, Kans., November 11,—Frank 
Thompson, the negro leader of the mu- 
tiny at the federal prison at Leaven- 
vorth. wfhich resulted in the escape last 
Thursday of twenty-six prisoners, Was 
captured 8 miles north of Council Grove 
this evening by a posse under command 
of Deputy United States Marshal EB. A. 
Prescott. Thompson would not surrender, 
but was taken after a hard fight with the 
officers, in which he was shot in the head, 
but not severely injured. No member of 
the posse was hurt. 

Deputy Marshal Prescott 
Council Grove since Saturday 
watching for the escaped prisoners. 
number of them are in this vicinity and 
several depredations to property have re- 
sulted from their presence. This morn- 
ing Deputy Prescott heard of the pres- 
ence of a negro convict a few miles 
north of town and immediately set out 
to make the capture, assisted by Sheriff 
Michael and other officers. The officers 
had emerged from a wooded tract when 
they saw Thompson running across the 
open. He was ordered to halt, but he 
answered by wheeling around and doing 
some rapid firing with a 44 caliber re- 
volver. 

The officers then fired and Thompson 
dropped. He was stunned and was easily 
secured. Thompson will be taken back 
to the penitentiary tomorrow. 

Lawrence Lewis, cne of the 
Fort Leavenworth convicts, was mortally 
wounded this morning near Quenemo, 
Kans., while making a dash through a 
cordon of armed deputies. Lewis is a 
white boy 20 years old, who was sent up 
in October, 1900, to undergo a five years’ 
sentence for larceny. He was trecked to 
a wooded place near Quenemo by the city 
marshal of that place, which is situated 
40 miles southwest from Fort Leaven- 
worth, and a dozen men bearing rifles.

HALL NAMED LONG AGO 


Much interest is manifested in what 
will be the result of the resolution just 
adopted by the legislature providing for 
a commission of fifteen, five from the 
house, three from the senate and seven 
prominent citizens, to select the names 
of two prominent Georgians whose stat- 
ues shall be placed in statuary hall in the 
capitol at Washington. 

Th resolution providing for this com- 
mission was introduced in the house by 
Mr. Houston. of Fulton, was passed by 
that body and has since been passed by 
the senate. It will probably reach the 
governor within the next day or two. It 
has been suggested that the matter be 
decided by a popular vote, and other 
ideas with regard to the matter have 
been presented. 

The matter is of special interest in 
view of the fact that: the legislature 
took action upon the same subject more 
than twenty years ago. It was in 1879 
that a joint resolution was adopted pro- 
viding that General Edward Oglethorpe, 
the founder of the col@#ty, and Dr. Craw- 
ford W. Long, of Athens, the discoverer 
of anaesthesia, should be the Georgians 
to be thus honored. Attention was called 
to this resolution in The Constitution sev- 
eral days ago, and since the recent ac- 
tion of the legislature many letters have 
been written by friends of Dr. Long and 
his family, urging that his choice as 
made by the legislature at that time 


should stand. 
Since the adoption of Mr. Houston's 


resolution, which mentions no names, 
the names of several prominent Geor- 
gians have been suggested for the honor. 
The resolution adopted by the general 
assembly in 1879 will be of peculiar and 
important interest at this time. It is as 


follows: 

Whereas, it has been proposed that each 
state of- the United States of America should 
designate the names of two péysons whose 
memories are to be perpetuated by likenesses 
in statuary, in the art gallery established, ¢r 
to be established, in Washington 21ty—the 
federal capital; and 

Whereas, anaesthesia is the greatest boon 
ever conferrei. upon humanity, unless vacci- 
nation claims equal title to be sv considcred; 
and 
Whereas, Crawford W. Long, M.D., a naiive 
of Georgia, and graduate of the university of 
the state, lately deceased, is the historic ais- 
caverer of anaesthesia, and the first :nan to 
employ sulphuric ether as an anaesthesic 
agent in a surgical operation, on the 30th vf 
March, 1842: and, 

Whereas, England recognized the labors of 
Jenner, and aiso bestowed a high honor ot 
government upon Sir James Y. Simpson, in 
recognition of the great service he had ren- 
dered humanity by the introduction of clilcro- 
foren which enlarged the domain cf anaestke- 
sia; and 

Whereas, our federal republic shouli not 
allow the names of our discoverers and sci- 
entists to rest. in obscuritv; and the state of 
Georgia should especially cherish, with vuride, 
the name and memory of her great discoverer; 

Resolved by the general assembly, That the 
name of Crawford W. Long, M.D., the his- 
toric discoverer of anaesthesia be presented 
to the art galléry at Washington city, estab- 
lished, or to be established, to represent the 
state of Georgia. 

Resolved, That the name of James Ogle- 
thorpe, the historic founder of the common- 
wealth of Georgia, be also presented to said 
gallery to represent the state. 

Resolved, That a copy of this preamble and 
and resolution be transmitted by the governor 
to his excellenecy, the president of the Unired 
States of America, with a request that he 
sulmit them to the senate and house of rep- 
resentatives of congress on its next ascvem- 
blage: and that another copy thereof be sent 
by the governor to the proper officers in charge 
of sail gallery. 

Approved August 23, 1879. 

Writing to The Constitution with re- 
gard to the matter, Judge Howell Cobb, 
of Athens, urges that the choice of Dr. 
Long should stand. He says: 

Editor Constitution: Foilowing previous iet- 
ters and phone, I give you facts of memory 
without records at hand, touching the status of 
Dr. Crawfcrd W. Long. 

I heard Hon. Alex H. Stephens in the uni- 
versity chapel at commencement, in his alumni 
address (the year not at present recalled) 
when he advocated the choice cf Oglethorpe 
and Long for two statues in the United States 
art gallery at Washington.

Statement. Subsequent to his alumni address. 
the Georgia legislature passed a resolution 
choosing Long ani Oglethocpe to fll the two 
niches in the government art gallery at Wash- 
ington. (See acts of Ga. 1878-79, page 425. 
for resolution of general assembly, approved 
by governor August 23, 79.) 

In Boston, Mass., there is a monument raised 


to the discoverer of anaesthesia, erected before 


the war of the sixties, but without a name 
engraved thereon.

THE CONDITION OF THE CROPS. 


Lowest Average Per Acre Ever Re- 
corded for Corn. 
Washington, November 11.—The  pre- 
liminary estimate of the average yield 
per acre of corn, as published in the 
monthly report of the statistician of the 
department of agriculture, is 16.4 bushels 
as compared with an average yield of 25.3 
bushels per acre in 1900 and 1899 and a 
ten-year average of 24.4 bushels. The 
present indicated yield per acre is the 
lowest general average ever recorded for 
this crop, bing 2.2 bushels per acre below 
the yield in 1881, which has stood for 
twenty years as the lowest on record, 
Preliminary estimate of the yield per 
acre of potatoes is 59.9 bushels against an 
average yield per acre of 80.8 bushels in 
1900, 88.6 bushels in 1899 and a ten-year 
average of 78.7 bushels. The present in- 
dicated yield per acre is the lowest since 
1890. 
The preliminary estimate of the average 
yield per acre of hay is 1.32 tons against 
an average yield of 1.28 tons in 1900, 1.35 
tons in 1899 and a ten-year average of 1.28 
tons.

GOMPERS AND THE PRESIDENT. 


Labor Leader Talks with Mr. Roose- 
velt About Iglésias’ Arrest. 

Washington, November 11.—Samuel 
Gompers, president of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, today saw the president 
to protest against the arrest of Santiago 
Iglesias, Who was sent to Pcrto Rico by 
the federaticn to organize the working- 
men of the island. 

Before Mr. Iglesias left the United 
States, Mr. Gompers explained to the 
president the purpose of his visit and 
asked that Governor Hunt be notified 
that his mission was not to stir up strife, 
but simply to organize labor along legit- 
imate lines, 

By the president's cirection Secretary 
Cortelyov wrote to Governor Hunt-con- 
cerning Mr. Iglesias’ mission. The letter 
was dated October 19. Last Saturday Mr. 
Gompers was surprised to receive the 
following cablegram from Mr. Iglesias: 

“Arrested when stepped ashore. No 
warrant shown. Ignored (ignorant) 
charges. Remain fail.’’ 

This message Mr. Gompers showed to 
the president and the president imme- 
diately sent an inquiry to Governor Hunt 
as to the cause of the arrest. 

During Mr. Gompers’ ifterview today he 
spoke to the president about labor legis- 
lation, the Chinese exelusion act, the ex- 
tension of the eight-hour law, the alien 
contract labor law and the convict labor 
bill. Mr. Gompers was rpecially anxious 
that the president should recommend the 
reenactment of the Chinese exclusion act 
and he came away impressed with the be- 
lief that the president would do so. 


DANISH WEST INDIES TREATY. 


Delay Caused by Change of Ministry 
at Copenhagen. 

Washington, November 11.—The pro- 
jected treaty of cession of the Danish 
West Indies to the United States is not 
so well advanced as was hoped would be 
the case at this time. It is now doubt- 
ful whether the treaty will be completed 
in time to submit to congress when it re- 
assembles next month. The delay appears 
to have arisen through the last change in 
the ministry at Copenhagen. The state 
department had practically reached an 
agreement with tne Danish government 
on the treaty; in. fact, all questions of 
large principle had been adjusted when 
the entry into power of a new ministry, 
not well disposed teward the treaty, made 
it necessary to begin the work all over 
again. While the..negotiationg are pro- 
ceeding, they have not reached a point 
yet where it can be predicted certainly 
that a treaty will result. The issues do 
not touch the price to be paid so much 
as the conditions, as to the future of 
the citizens of the Danish West Indies, 
sought to be imposed by Denmark. The 
United States desires a simple treaty, and 
one that will leave it at perfect liberty 
to deal with the islands in the future 
without any = restrictions imposed by 
trealy.

Negroes Taking to Tea. 

New Orleans Times-Democrat: ‘The 
increased consumption of tea is one of the 
interesting phases of modern commercial 
life in the south,” said a drummer for a 
New Orleans house, “and you would be 
surprised at the vast change which has 
taken place in this respect. The fact is 
that during the last few years the changes 
in the tea business have amounted to a 
revolution. I have just returned from a 
trip on the road, and I touched some of 
the more remote places in Texas and Mis- 
sissippi, and while I have been out be- 
fore in the same territory, I was sur- 
prised at the increased number of tea 
drinkers. 

“Up to a few years ago in the more 
remote sections of the country tea was 
used almost exclusively in the sick room. 
Tea had to be bought in the country from 
the druggist. The man who dealt in gen- 
eral merchandise rarely thought of selling 
tea, unless he had a medicine counter in 
his store. Tea was something finicky, 
something to be given to the convalesc- 
ing patient along with crackers, tasteless 
broth and things of that gort. 

“This is not the case now. Tea ig 
bought in rather large quantities by 
country merchants, and the country folk 
use it for other than sick room purposes. 
ft is extensively used throughout the 
country. 

“There is a still more interesting fact 
in connection with the growth of the tea 
trade. Negroes are now great tea con- 
summers. You would be surprised at the 
anrount of tea consumed by this element 
of the population. Using tea is a new 
thing with the negro element, but since 
they have got into the tea-drinking habit 
they have vastly increased the consump- 
tion of the product. Yes, they have about 
quit using sassafras roots for tea-making 
purposes, and this rather primitive drink 
is now used for its medicinal properties.

Ghat He and Ten Eyke Were To Pro- 
cure a Dead Body and Fire a 
‘\ Hotel After Registering. 
Rathbun’s Death Then 
To Be Announced,

Louisville, Ky., November 11.—Newell C. 
“Rathdun, who was supposed to have been 
found dead in a Jeffersonville, Ind., hotel 
fast Thursday, was arrested in Louisville 
Yoday. According to Rathbun, the corpse 

@hich was shipped to Little Rock for 
burial as the body of Rathbun was the 
body of W. L. Ten Eyke. The police say 

Rathbun has confessed to desertion from 
fhe United States army and to having 
formed a plan to fraudulently collect 
$4,000 insurance on his life, but that he de- 
nies having killed the man who died in 
the Jeffersonville hotel. 

Rathbun was arrested about 1] o'clock 
this morning at the United States recruit- 
Ing station in Louisville. He is held as 
a fugitive from justice. The arrest was 
made on information from Sergeant Skin- 
ner, of the United States recruiting sta- 
tion. Rathbun enlisted under the name 
of “Lou Root, Detroit.’’ 

Sergeant Skinner had read the story of 
the Jeffersonville case and circumstances 
connected with the new recruit aroused 
his suspicions. One of these was the fact 
that the man had on a government suit 
of underwear. He said he had bought 
the garments from a soldier friend. An- 
other circumstance was his knowledge of 
army affairs about Little Rock. Saturday 
he passed the examination and enlisted. 

At the detective’s office, Rathbun was 
put through the sweating process, and 
under pressure made the following state- 
ment, according to his inquisitors: 


“My name is Newell C. Rathbun and 
my home is in Little Rock, Ark. Several 
months ago I deserted from the army 
post at Plattsburg, N. Y., in company 
with another recruit by the name of W. 
H. Ellis. I soon lost sight of him and 
went on to Little Rock. There I was 
married and afterwards took out the in- 
surance policies, 

“I came to Louisville about ten days 
ago and formed a plan to make the in- 
Surance company think I was dead so 
that I could collect the insurance. I fell 
in with a man who said his name was 
W. L. Ten Eyke in front of the Salvation 
Army headquarters in Louisville and told 
him of my plan, and he agreed to help 
me. Our plan was to obtain a corpse 
from some place, put it in a hotel in 
eerie and then set fire to the ho-

ot drunk. I think his death was caused 
“sy drinking. I put the letters addressed 
to me in his pockets and left. I did nof¢ 
kill him. I then came to Louisville and 
went to the recruiting office and enlisted. 
My real home is in Detroit.” 


The police are trying to establish the 
identity of the dead man. One of their 
theories is that he was a tramp that 
Rathbun had fallen in with. The police 
have telegraphed ta Little Rock authort- 
ties to hold the corpse. A gold watch 
bearing the name “W. H. Ellis’’ was 
found on Rathbun. He refuses to say 
where he got it. The police say the hand- 
writing of ‘‘Lou Root,” the recruit. 1s 
very similar to the signature “W. L. Ten 
Eyke”’ on the Jeffersonville hotel regis- 
ter. 

Coroner Coots, of Jeffersonville, states 
that he examined the stomach of the dea4 
man and found traces of enough laud- 
anum ‘to kill two men. 

Corpse in Charge of Coroner. 

Little Rock, Ark., November 11.—The 
supposed body of Newell C. Rathbun was 
today turned over to the coroner and 
placed in a vault to await an autopsy. It 
is claimed by the authorities that the de- 
scription of Rathbun does not even agree 
with that of the corpse. According to of- 
ficers in charge of the case here, Rath- 
bun’s hair is black, straight and hard to 
control, while the hair of the dead man is 
auburn and curly. 

Attorney Henry M. Arnold, who has 
been representing the interests of the 
family, visited the residence where the 
body ‘was lying today. He declares that 


Mrs. Rathbun has. seen the body 
only once and that was but a 
brief glance, and since that time 
has been too nearly prostrated to 


again undergo the ordeal. Mr. Armisted 
declares that there is not the remotest 
evidence of collusion on the part of any 
member of the family and that the family 
has been frightened into making certain 
statements attributed to them. Chief of 
Police McMahon received this afternoon 
the following telegram from the chief of 
police of Louisville: 

‘Have arrested N. C. Rathbun. Hold 
corpse you have until further orders.” 
The corpse will be held here.

Group Typifying Southern Negro 
Life Is Withdrawn. 


BOOKER WASHINGTON OBJECTED 


} Charleston Negroes Complain to Ex- 


position Management That Fig- 
ures Showed Race Menially. 


Charleston, 8S. C., November 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—On account of the Bitter oppost- 
tion raised by negroes of Charleston it 
has been decided to withdraw Sculptor 
Lopez’s heroic sized group of figures 
typifying negro life in the south. The 
contention of the negroes was that the 
group represented their race in menial 
guise and disregarded the more progres- 
sive and enlightened elements of the race. 

The group was placed in front of the 
negro building at the exposition several 
weeks ago. It had only been in position a 
few days when objections were raised and 
complaints were at once lodged with the 
commissioners by the negroes of Charles- 
ton. Fault was found with the face of 
the negro boy picking a banjo and the 
face of the negro plowman. 

The negro commissioners wrote to 
Chairman Booker T. Washington and he 
immediately took the matter up with the 
board of directors, asking that the group 
be taken away because of the serious ob- 
jections to the figures. It may be used 
upon the grounds, but this has not been 
determined upon as yet. 

Field Agent T. J. Jackson, for the negro 
department, said this morning, in speak- 
ing about the group, that it did not repre- 
sent the race, as it was characteristic 
only of the very lowest types of negroes. 
He said if the figures had represented 
progress in his race no objections would 
have been raised in the matter. 

“The exhibits to be displayed in the 
negro building,’’. he said, ‘‘will show the 
advancemert. of the colored race and, 
this being the case, it is perfectly natural 
that the colored people should want a 
group, if any at all, in keeping with the 
exhibits in the building.’’ 

It is not known if another group will be 
made to take the place of the present 
one. 
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BIENNIAL REPORT IS READY. 


Attorney General Will Forward It 


to Mississippi Legislature. 

Jackson, Miss., November 11.—(Special.) 
The biennial report of Attorney General 
McClurg is being forwarded to the mem- 
bers of the legislature in order to allow 
the lawmakers time to consider the docu- 
ment prior to the January session. 

The report contains a number of im- 
portant recommendations, among the 
more interesting being a suggestion that 
the severity of the anti-trust law be 
modified to the extent of allowing the 
courts discretion in imposing fines. The 
attorney general belfeves that this will 
render the law more effective and make 
the grand juries more disposed to bring 
indictments. Mr. McClurg also suggests 
that the district attorneys be given au- 
thority equal to that of the attorney gen- 
eral in the enforcement of the law, and 
that the books of concerns suspected of 
violating the anti-trust laws be made 
subject to investigation at any time. 

Other important recommendations made 
by the attorney general may be briefly 
stated as follows: A new codification of 
the state law, as the present code will 
be nearly twelve years old before a new 
one can be adopted, whereas the average 
life of a code tn the past has been only 
eight years; more compensation for pub- 
lic officials, present fees and salaries 
often being insufficient to obtain the best 
men; a graded scale for the charter fee 
bill: a repeal of the law making approval 
of the assessment rolls a bar to further 
inquiry, especially in solvent credits; 
complete revision of the privilege tax 
laws; adoption of some method to pre- 
serve and collect statistics of criminal 
litigation; release of the attorney general 
from serving on all state boards and com- 
missions of which he is now a member. 
During the biennial period the attorney 
keeneral has represented the state in 133 
criminal appeals, 17 civil appeals and 
looked after cases for four counties. 


SMITH HELD FOR MURDER. 


Death of Stepdaughter Is Laid at His 
Door.

“Peter Smith was today lodged in jail 
here charged with the murder of his step- 
daughter, Hannah Fleming. Smith is 
about 47 years of age. 

“On last Thursday the head of the girl 
was found about a quarter of a mile 
above Smith's house, among a lot of logs. 
Hair and bloodstains were found above 
the fence, and at the foot of the hill some 


wearing apparel, The body of the girl 
has not yet been discovered. 
“One of the charges against the _ de- 


fendant is that he is the author of the 
young girl's downfall, and this is alleged 
by the state to be the motive of the 
crime. Smith protests his innocence. 
Search for the body of the girl still con- 
tinues.”’ 


FATAL JASPER COUNTY DUEL. 


One Man Is Dead and the Other Lies 
Mortally Wounded. 
Macon, Ga., November 11.—(Special.)— 
John Goolsby and Charlie Fullerton, two 
prominent farmres of Hillsboro, in Jas- 
per county. near here, emptied their pis- 
tols into each other at close range this 
afternoon. Fullerton was killed instant- 
ly and Goolsby is dying. 
They had quarreled about a piece of 
land. Goolsby raised his shotgun and 
Fullerton seized it. Each held it with his 
Ift hand and drew their pistols. 
Trus they fought until Fullerton fell 
dead and Goolsby staggered a few paces, 
fell and then raised up on his elbow and 
emptied both barrels of the gun into the 
dead body near him. 


Mississippi Made Party Defendant.

ITWO VICTIMS OF 
THE SAME HAND 


Frank Kidwell Kills His 
Sweetheart and Then 
Commits Suicide. 


HER REFUSAL OF HIM 
CAUSE FOR THE DEED 


Calling Miss Thompson from School 
Where She Taught, He Sent a 
Bullet Through Her Heart, 
Then Turned Revolver 
on Himself. 


Knoxville, Tenn., November 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—Miss Ada Thompson, a teacher at 
Ranges school house, near Elizabethton, 
was killed today by a pistol shot fired 
by Frank Kidwell, of South Watauga, 
who immediately afterward took his own 
life. 

Kidwell went to Ranges school house, 
near Elizabethton, at noon, and called 
Miss Thompson out, telling her that she 
was wanted by her parents at home. 
After getting a short distance from the 
school house, and, it is said, without any 
provocation whatever, he pulled a revol- 
ver and shot Miss Thompson through 
the heart, killing her instantly. 

Kidwell then placed fhe revolver to 
his own breast and pulled the trigger. 
He also died instantly. 

Miss Thompson was about 25 years old 
and Kidwell 21. Both parties belonged 
to good families. 

It is said the only motive Kidwell had 
for killing Miss Thompson and taking 
his own life was her refusal of his offer 
of marriage.

MANY WANT COLLECTORSHIP 


Spirited Contest for Kentucky Inter- 
nal Revenue Office. 


ROOSEVELT MAY APPOINT DUKE 


General Duke, However, Says That 
Under No Circumstances Would 
He Accept the Place. 


Washington, November 11.—(Special.)—A 
spirited contest is in progress for the 
Kentucky collectorship of internal reve- 
nue, made vacant by the resignation last 
Saturday of C. E. Sapp. Senator Deboe, 
former Governor Bradley, Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue Yerkes, Representa- 
tive Boreing, Representative Irwin and 
several other prominent Kentuckians saw 
the president today on that subject. 

The candidates are S. H. Stone, Ed 
Greene, J. H. Craft, John A. Stratton and 
Mr. Sterne. Mr. Stone is backed by Com- 
missioner Yerkes and was one of those 
who saw the president today. Former 
Governor Bradley and Representative 
Boreing favor Mr. Craft, who is a lawyer 
and was a gold democrat a few years ago, 
when he became a republican. Senator 
DPeboe and Representative Irwin had de- 
sired Mr. Sapp’s reappointment, but fall- 
ing in this they are opposed to Mr. Craft. 
Mr. Irwin presented a telegram signed by 
George Weissinger Smith, Albert Spies, 
George A. Newman, Jr., and Alfred Selig- 
man, four members of the republican 
state committee, asking that no action be 
taken until they could be heard. To this 
the president agreed. Representative Ir- 
win presented Dr. T. H. Baker, post- 
master at oulsville, and asked for his re- 
appointment. 


Will Not Appoint Stone. 

Regarding the collectorship the presi- 
dent said definitely that he would not ap- 
point Colonel Stone and asked the Ken- 
tuckians to try to agree on a man. If 
they cannot do so, it is said to be nearly 
certain that the president will appoin, 
Mr. Craft or General Basil Duke. Colo- 
nel Stone is a brother of former Governor 
Stone, of Missouri. 

Leslie Coombs, United States pension 
agent for Kentucky, who Is here regard- 
ing the colectorship, fell today on the 
street and broke his leg. 


Duke Would Not Accept. 

Louisville, Ky., November 11.—Concern- 
ing the repot from Washington that Pres- 
ident Roosevelt may appoint General 
Basil Duke to the vacant Kentucky col- 
lectorship of internal revenue, General 
Duke tonight authorized the statement 
that this wag the first intimation he had 
received of such a thing and under no clir- 
cumstances could he accept the position. 


AWFUL LOSSES BY FIRE. 


Avoidable and Unavoidable Causes 


‘ Which Produced Them. 

Leslie’s Weekly: During the year 1900, 
there were 79,249 fires in the United States, 
which burned 109,092 pieces of property 
and destroyed values represented by $160,- 
929,805. An analysis of the causes of these 
fires shows that 23.13 per cent of the num- 
ber originated from such as defective flues 
and smokestacks, overheated stoves and 
stovepipes, friction in machinery, faultily 
installed or degenerated electric wires and 
lights, oil stove accidents and explosions 
of gasoline, chemicals, dust, etc. 

Such common causes as lamp accidents, 
sparks, careless use of matches, cigars, 
cigarettes and tobacco pipes, ashes, hot 
coals, open fireplaces and grates, plumb- 
ers’ furnaces, candles and gas jets were 
responsible for 23.85 per cent of the 
amount of the loss. Property exposed to 
fire originating on other premises was de- 
stroyed to the extent of 31.0 per ceft. 
Fires originating from crime and mis- 
chief, such as incendiarism, tramps, bur- 
glars, drunken men, lunatics and mis- 
chievous children were responsible for 
8.52 per cent of the loss. Fires of un- 
known origin burned 21.15 per cent. It is 
estimated, however, that at least 30 per 
cent of the fires of unknown origin are 
caused by incendiaries. 

Of the causes which may be considered 

unavoidable, HNghtning was responsible 
for 2.15 per cent of the loss. Spontaneous 
combustion caused 4.25 per cent, the re- 
sult of careless or ignorant handling of 
inflammable material. From the forego- 
ing pecrentages it will be seen that nearly 
all fires are preventable. That they are 
not prevented is due in large measure 
to the fact that the people of this coun- 
try are ignorant or indifferent as to the 
reasons for an annual absolute waste, 
which averaged almost $140,000,000 in 
twenty-six years. 
It seems to be a popular fallacy that a 
fire insurance policy indemnifies all loss. 
During the past twenty-six years the fire 
insurance companies have paid to the 
property owners of this country a sum 
aggregating something over $1,700,000,000.

Even if the worst should come as 
the result of an effort to dragoon the 
fifth’s representative by taking him 
away from this, in attaching his coun 
ty to another district, Atlanta would 
insist upon annexing him and send- 
ing him back to Washington with 
double pride begotten by district and 
local citizenship. 

But Newton county is with us to 
stay. Atlanta will part neither with 
it nor with your Uncle Leonidas. The 
fifth district knows a good thing when 
she sees it, and Atlanta knows that 
neither city nor district is yet ready 
to dispense with the congressional 

ervices of the present able comgress- 
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. A Question of Ethics. 
A \growing inclination has devel- 
oped among some ministers of the 
gospel throughout the country to han- 
dle their official capacity and from 
' the pulpit questions which are, at 
» best, distantly related to the problems 
of faith and morals, and border rather 
"too closely on politics. 
Nothing can be further from the 
true spirit of the gospel than the 
wrangle of party disputes, and those 
umwise ministers who are permiting 
themselves to be drawn into a discus- 
siom oi the relative merits of secular 
questions are, it seems to us,in dan- 
ger of having their religious work 
mimimiz-d;.for on questions of civil 
government they cannot, in the very 
nature of things, pose as an authority. 
The ministry is the chastest of all 
professions, and the worthy minister 
is placed by the respect and admira- 
tion of his flock on a lofty pedestal of 
authority. This authority, in the 
vpinion of a large proportion of con- 
scientious church members, should 
in the pulpit to direct 
4 matter of faith and 
| morals, and not tq@ dictate to them con- 
-» cerning political \questions. To the 
» study of the formér they'have given 
> the principal part their lives. On 
| the latter subject they can, natural- 
| ly, be only superficially advised. 
| In matters of faith and morals there 
_ is no question that people should look 
__ to their pastors for direction and ad- 
_ vice. When it comes, however, to 
page affecting their political well- 
s ng they have other sources of in- 
_ formation and suggestion. 
_ An opinion publicly expressed by a 
_ Minister concerning a matter of po- 
| litical import cannot but antagonize 
- members of his congregation who do 
“not think as he does; and he thus 
| loses much of his legitimate influence. 
Such expressions come as a distinc: 
/ Shock to the members of a church 
who have been accustomed to rever. 
®ace and respect their pastor as a re- 
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ligious teacher, and not as a lecturer 
On public. issues. 

The newspaper is a proper forum 
for the discussion of questions. of lo- 
cal, state or n@ional import. The 
pulpit is not. 

Ever a matter of such widespread 
interest as an international conflict, it 
seems to us, is not a@ proper subject 
to preach upon in church. Govern- 
ments may differ and may go to war 
in defense of the irreconcilable opin- 
ions they hold, anf the people of the 
two governments may clash arms in 
defense of these respective conten- 
tions; but a minister of the gospel 
is the representative of a higher au- 
thority than any earthly power and 
believers in the truth of Christianity 
are not affected on that ground by in- 
ternational disputes which may num- 
ber among the contestants on both 
sides members of the same religious 
bodies. 
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The Hunting Season. 

The hunting season in Georgia has 
opened, and for the next three months 
the woods will be infested with sports- 
men banging away at rising coveys of 
plump partridges, or bringing down 
the frisky rabbit. 

The crack shot is in the field with 
his breech-loader of most improved 
pattern; the enthusiastic amateur is 
polishing up his gun and tingling 
with pleasure at the prospect of a 
day’s sport in the woods. 

The dove, the killdee and the part- 
ridge are in danger: the rabbit has 
heard the reverberations in the woods 
and is laying low. Almost every 
patch of woods contains its hunter 
and the smoke of shotguns rises slow- 
ly above the cleared fields in the hazy 
November air. 

Until the action of the state legis 
lature limiting the hunting season to 
three months there had been general 
devastation among the feathered tribe. 
A restraint has been placed upon the 
hunters to give.the birds a chance, 
and it is hoped that in a few more 
years they will be as plentiful as ever. 

And yet, however much we may 
moralize on the beauty of the birds 
and the danger of ruthlessly slaugh.: 
tering them, this cool November 
weather offers a temptation well nigh 
irresistible to the lovers of the gun 
to indulge in a day’s recreation in the 
fields, and the inherent tendency to 
destruction will rise in the breasts of 
every hunter at the thought that the 
succulent quail is now an actual pos- 
sibility. Hence the air seems tinged 
with the smoke from the hunter’s rifle. 
and the autumn fields are redolent 
with the smell of gunpowder. 


The Passing of the Veterans. 

Time is playing sad havoc with the 
veterans of the two great armies 
which were pitted against each other 
in the terrible conflict of the sixties. 
Those who wore the blue and those 
who wore the gray are rapidly disap- 
pearing from among us, and soon the 
places waich know them now will 
know them no more forever, except in 
the martial memories which they leave 
behind them. 

The report of the adjutant general 
of the Grand Army of the Republic 
read at the recent national encamp- 
ment at Cleveland, Ohio, shows that 
the total number of deaths for the 
year preceding was 7,055, reducing the 
membership in the ranks of the or- 
ganization to 269,507 survivors. 

Six years ago the membership lists 
of the Grand Army showed an enroll- 
ment of 357,630, or 88,123 more than 
at the present time. Thus in this half 
dozen years more than one-fourth of 
the entire membership of the organi- 
gation have joined the phantom le- 
gions whose white tents are pitched 
on the hillsides and in the valleys, 
waiting for the bugle’s note to tell 
them that the morning cometh.

martial renown. 
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Southern Football. 

The tolleges throughout the coun- 
try have about completed their sched- 
ules for this year’s games of foot- 
ball and from now until Thanksgiving 
day the sturdy warriors in moleskin 
uniforms will occupy the most con- 
spicuous positions in the world of 
sports, while the frantic yell of foot- 
ball enthusiasts will fill the autumn 
air. 

In the midst of the season, and con- 
cerning a sport which is so widely 
popular, a few words of sober and 
friendly advice may not be out of 
place. Perhaps the greatest personal 
benefit to be derived from this splen- 
did game, as from that of any other 
requiring skill and endurance, is the 
acquirement of self-control—an ad- 
mirable virtue. If this be one of the 
objects of the game, and it seems to 
us but natural that it should be, it is 
a pity that such benefit should be 
sacrificed by rough play. When a 
member of a team, intoxicated by the 
excitement of the play, so far forgets 
himself as to use underhand tricks to 
wound his opponent and cause his re- 
tirement, he does more than all else 
to render football unpopular. Slug- 
ging-in a game of football is em- 
phatically prohibited by the rules: it 
is unfair and ungentlemanly and 
should be properly punished. 

Perhaps no sport has a greater ele- 
ment of danger in it than football— 
and no game commends itself to the 
enthusiasm of healthy and vigorous 
human nature that has not in it some 
spice of dash and danger. But in 
football, more than in any other game, 
the idea of some players seems to be 
that the main object to be accom- 
plished is to cripple an opponent by 
fair means or foul. This process of 
reasoning is responsible for much .un- 
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the fatted calf for Senator Stewart. 


necessary brutality and often results, | 
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certainly throug. no deliberate inten- 
tion on part of the players, in the fa- 
tal accidents that are yearly charged 
to the account ofthe sport, The pen- 
alty for rough playing in our southern 
college teams should be made so se- 
vere that no player would care to in- 
duige in it. Many good games of foot- 
ball in Atlanta have been destroyed 
for the spectators by instances of bru- 
tal playing. 

Another practice that should be 
discouraged is the employment of 
professional players on college teams, 
The students of a university’are sup- 
posed to form its athletic clubs and 
none but students should be permit- 
ted to play in match games. To al- 
low anything else is simply to open 
the door for the employment of an 
all-profesional team, not representing 
in any sense the personnel or the abil- 
ity of the college to uphold the ath- 
letic standard of the institutiom The 
informed public will not’enthuse over 
the work of a team the majority of 
whose members are paid men, and it 
will not accord a college credit for 
real supremacy which is able to win 
victories because it can employ a team 
of professional players to go on the 
gridiron wearing the colors of the 
school. An honest defeat is better 
than a victory fraudulently won. 

Football is a magnificent sport and 
offers a splendid means of pleasure 
and exercise for hardy muscular fel- 
lows: properly conducted the danger 
of accidents in the game is reduced 
toa minimum. The pigskin champion 
is usually a model of physical devel- 
opment, and an ingpiration to his 
weaker and frailer brother. But the 
public wants an honest, manly game, 
played according to the rules, and 
with the profesional member left out,

Favors the Rod. 

It is healthful, at times, to get with- 
in sound of a strong man’s voice, and 
to hear good, old-fashioned ideas stat- 
ed without apology. 

Such a man is Mr. F. L. Soldan, su- 
perintendent of the public schools of 
St. Louis. He is in favor of making 
the teacher the center of authority, 
and initiating the pupils into the firsi 
principles of obedience thereto. He 
holds the interference of parents with 
crank ideas as out of the question. 
The school room contains a large fam- 
ily. It is just as necessary that these 
children should be instructed in sub: 
mission to rule as that they should 
move forward daily in arithmetic or 
grammar. The most powerful agent 
of authority is the rod, all the more 
needed in controlling some children 
because of the absence of it at home, 
The pampered child grows up into the 
rebellious citizen, and it is only a ques. 
tion of time as to when the penalty 
will have to be administered. Well 
laid on in youth it might displace dis- 
graceful punishment in maturity. 
“Freak punishment,” says the super- 
intendent, “should never be allowed 
in the schools. A good, old-fashioned 
walloping. such as obtained in the 
times of our fathers is the thing when 
severe punishment is needed. We 
still use it in the St. Louis schools. 
I believe in suasion to a certain ex- 
tent, but there are times when it falls 
flat. Then the switch is mightier than 
the tongue. The expulsion of pupils 
from public schools for any cause is a 
thing I heartily disapprove. A change 
of schools would be much better. It is 
the disobedient and unruly pupil who 
stands in need of the school, and edu- 
cators have no right to shirk their debt 
to the public.” 

There is no doubt but that plain 
hard sense accomplishes more good 
than all the coddling of human pas- 
sion that can come from dreamers and

Illness of Senator Daniel. 

The serious illness of Senator John 
W. Daniel, of Virginia, is a matter of 
concern to the whole nation.

He grew 
up under the influences of a liberal 
education, and became a zealous prac: 
tition-- of tue law, not of the class 
which would degrade the profession 
into a trade, but in which the well- 
rounded-man, regarding the law as 
the highest form of human wisdom, 
was at once qualified to represent the 
people in the great affairs of life, in 
which statesmanship is developed. 
When it became known that Virginia 
was to be represented by John W. 
Daniel it was felt that in him there 
was another pillar to uphold the dig- 
nity of the greatest legislative body 
in the world. It is one thing to be 
a member of the senate, but it is quite 
another to fill the just conception of 
the senator. ? 

The hard work imposed upon Sena- 
tor Danfel by his attendance upon the 
constitutional convention has so brok- 
en his health that there are grave 
teirs as to ihe result. It is to be hoped 
that Virginia will not suffer the loss 
of her great tribune.

Itinerant Photographer at Savannah 
Fair Drinks Deadly Potion. 


J. J. SANGUINETTO THE VICTIM 


After Reading Several Letters from 
His New York Home and Burn- 
ing Them, He Enters Tent 
and Swallows the 
Fatal Dose. 


Savannah, Ga., November 11.—(Special.) 
James J. Sanguinetto, Jr., aged 32, of 
Coney island, New York, committed sul- 
cide by drinking a cyanide of potassium 
bath at the state falr 


grounds here this morning. 

Sanguenitto was running a tintype 
studio on the fair plaza. This morning 
he received several letters from home. 
After reading them he tore them up and 
stuck a match to the scraps, saying: 

“Well, boys, I have nothing further to 


live for.’’ . 

Then, walking into the tent, he drank 
the cyanide bath. In a few minutes he 
was in convulsions. Physicians were call- 
ed, but he died within a quarter of an 
hour.

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Seven Times Threatened. 

New York Mail and Express: Seven 
different attempts were made to assassie 
nate Queen Victoria. The first was on the 
18th of June, 1840, about 6 p. m., when she 
was taking a pleasure drive with the 
prince consort through London. The last 
was in March, 1882, on the way from 
Windsor station to the castle. None of 
the shots took effect upon her person. In 
only one instance was her vehicle hit. 
The queen always kept perfectly ccvl 
when fired upon, and generally insisted 
upon driving again the next day, to show 
her courage and bravery. 

“The first time she was fired at, the 
assassin stood within 6 yards of the phae- 
ton—so near, in fact, that the queen, who 
was looking another way, neither saw 
him nor compréhended for a moment the 
cause of the loud noise ringing in her 
ears,’ says Sarah Tyler in her biography 
of the queen. “But Prince Albert had 
seen the man hold something toward 
them, and was aware of what had occur- 
red. He called to the postilions to drive 
on, While he caught the queen’s hands 
and asked if the fright had not shaken 
her, but the brave royal heart only made 
light of his alarm. The next instant the 
fellow pointed the second pistol and fired 
once more. Both the queen and prince 
saw the aim, as well as heard the shot 
on this occasion, and she stooped, he pull. 
ing her down that the ball might pass 
over her head. In another moment the 
man was seized by a bystander. The 
prince and queen went on to the duchess 
of Kent that they might be the first to 
tell hér what had happened and assuré 
her of the safety of her daughter.

At Dennett, a flag station 5 miles from 
Greenville, Harby got on the train. Red- 
ding had already gotten his baggage 
thinking the stop was for him, but when 
ne saw Harby he moved back into the 
reas compartment of the train and took 
a large pistol out of his grip ahd walked 
forward until he was just behind Harby, 
and, holding his pistol with both hands, 
the muzzle about 8 inches frog Harby’s 
pack, fired the fatal shot. 

The bullet penetrated Harby’s body and | 
went through the back of the seat in 
front, lodging just under the leather di- 
rectly against the back of another pas- 
senger. Harby cried out and attempted 
to rise. He was shot again, when he 
fell to the floor, receiving two more shots. 
Redding stopped on the platform and 
spoke to an acquaintance, saying that 
Harby got on the train with the pur- 
pose of killing him when he got off; that 
he had been informed of it and was pre- 
pared for him. He stopped by the train 
and reloaded his pistol and then quietly 
walged off toward his house. 

Redding Not Arrested. 

No effort was made to arrest him, as he 
carried two pistols and no one on the 
train was armed. 

Harby’s body was carried to Greenville 
anj turned over to his family. Both par- 
ties have consideratle following, and fur- 
ther trouble is expected.

MARTIN WILL NOT ACCEPT 
REVENUE COLLECTOR'S JOB 


a4 H. MARTIN will not accept the of- 
fice of collector of internal revenues 
e for Georgia, if the place is tendered 
him, 

Last Saturday the announcement was 
mace from Washington that Mr. Martin’s 
friends had suggested his name to the 
president for this position. and that there 
Was every renson to believe that the sug- 
gestion would meet with favorable con- 
sideration at Mr. Roosevelt's hands. 

It is known positively that Mr. Mar- 
tin’s name was presented to the presi- 
dent and he would doubtless have re- 
ceived the appointment. In view of Mr. 
Martin's expressed determination not to 
accept office, the matter is still inter- 
esting, for it is believed that Henry A, 
Rucker, the negro who now holds the 
place, will not be reappointed. 

Had No Aspirations. 

Mr. Martin says he has never had any 
aspirations in that direction, and that the 
rumor of his possible appointment was a 
total surprise to him. It was learned 
yesterday that some of Mr. Martin's 
friends had acquainted him with the work 
that had been done in his behalf, and 
when seen last evening he stated posi- 
tively that he would be compelled to de- 
cline the collectorship in the event he was 
offered the place. 

The Constitution was the first to an- 
nounce last week that Mr. Martin had 
tendered his resignation as secretary of 
both the Athanta chamber of commefce 
and the Southern Interstate Fair Arsocia- 


tion. On the heels of that announcement 


came the news that he would unques- 
tionably recsive the appointment to suc- 
ceed Rucker. 

Would Decline the Offer. 

When asked for a statement regarding 
the rumor that he would not accept the 
collectorship, Mr. Martin had the fol- 
lowing to say yesterday evening: 

“When my possible appointment as col- 
lector of internal revenues was an- 
nounced several days ago, the proposi- 
tion was a distinct surprise to me. I 
have had no aspirations in that direction, 
and I have never been an applicant for 
the collectorship or for any other position 
in the government service. 

“Since the publication of the rumor, I 
have learned that certain of my friends 
had suggested my name to the president, 
and that the president was disposed to re- 
gard the suggestion favorably. 

“While I very highly appreciate the 
kind intention of these friends, and recog- 
nize the honor implied, I must repeat 
what I have said many times before—that 
I have no ambition in this direction, and 
I have advised my friends that I would 
be compelled to decline the appointment if 
tendered. 

“T resigned from the chamber of com- 
merce, the fair association and from other 
kindred organizations with which I have 
been connected solely for the purpose of 
devoting my entire time and efforts to 
personal interests. I have not yet de- 
termined what I shall do. I can say pos- 
itively, however, that I shall devote my- 
self to business and not to politics.’’

NEW CEMETERY IS PROPOSED. 


Alderman Pierce Will Recommend to 
Council That the City Es- 
tablish One. 

A new cemetery, to be owned by the 
city of Atlanta, is what Alderman G. Y. 
Pierce proposes. It is expected that he 
will bring the matter to the attention of 
council at the next regular meeting of 
that body, to be held Monday afternoon. 
He will ask that the question of estab- 
lishing a new municipal burying ground 
be taken up by the finance and cemetery 
committees at once for consideration and 
investigation with a view to having the 
matter looked into more specifically by 

the council of next year. 

The crowded condition of Oakland ceme- 
tery and the fact that only a very few 
lots now remain on the market, has 
caused Dr. Pierce to investigate the mat- 
ter within the past few days. He is con- 
vinced that the proper thing to do is for 
the city to purchase several hundred acres 
of land as near the city as possible for the 
establishment of a cemetery to take the 
place of Oakland when the remaining lots 
in that cemetery shall have been bought 
up. 

“I am convinced,” said Dr. Pierce, 
“that the matter is one of importance. 
In a very short time all the unpurchased 
lots in Oakland will have passed into the 
hands of citizens and we shall be in need 
of a new cemetery to be operated by the 
city. I feel sure that the city would be 
the gainer in an investment of that kind; 
in fact, I believe that the revenue to be 
derived from a new cemetery would more 
than pay the interest on the water bonds 
and would give a steady income to the 
city which could be used for various pur- 
poses. 

“It is my purpose to bring the matter 
to the attention of counci)] without de- 
lay so that it may be looked into. After 
considering the subject I am greatly in- 
terested in it, and am firmly convinced 
that something will come of it if the prop- 
er consideration is given to the matter 
by the committees of council to which 
& resolugon régarding the matter may be

PENALTY ON ANARCHY 


mating it a felony passes the house with 
as little debate and as much unanimity 
as it did the benate, Georgia will be one 
state in the union in which anarchy and 
anarchists will have no possible place. 
The bill was introduced by Mr. BSulli- 
van, of the eighteenth district, and came 
up for its passage in the senate this morn- 
ing and with the unanimous indorsement 
of the committee, to which it was re- 
ferred. It passed the senate without a 
dissenting vote and without any debate 
whatever. P 
The fir=t section of the bill defines an- 
archy in the following unmistakable 
terms: 

Be it enacted by the general assembly of 
Georgia, and it is hereby enacted by authority 
of the same, That anarchy in this state is 
bereby defined as the public or private advo- 
cacy by speech, writing, or in any other mode 
or means, by any person or association of 
persons, the subversion and destruction by 
force of any and all government, or the at- 
tempt, by speech, writing, printing, or in any 
other way or mode whatsoever, to incite or 
abet, promote or encourage hostility or oppo- 


sition to any and all government, and that 
anarchy as herein defined is déclared a felony. 


Section 2 provides that any person prov- 


If the Sullivan bill defining anarchy and en guilty of anarchy as defined by the 


above section be punished by a term of 
not less than five nor more than twenty- 
five years in the penitentiary. 

Not only are the forms of government 
sacredly guarded by the bill, but in the 
last section the of#Tr’s of the govern- 
ment are given a protection against anar- 
chistic cranks Wy the following: 

Be it further enacted, That any person who 
shall, by reason of his hostility or vupposition 
to any and all government, assault any public 
official with intent to murder, said assault 
not resulting in the death of such official, or 
any person inciting, attempting, promoting 
or encouraging such assault, with intent to 
murder, shall be guilty of a felony, and he 
punished by death, unless the jury trying the 
case shall recommend the defendent to the 
mercy of the court, in which event the pun- 
ishment shall be imprisonment for life. 

It will be remembered that when the 
life of the late president was attempted 
and it was thought that he would recover, 
it was discovered that the extreme pun- 
ishment for:an attempt on his life was 
ten years in the penitentiary. In that 
case it was just such a bill as was passed 
by the senate as was needed. 

Under the Sullivan bill there can be no 
such thing as anarchy in Georgia, and 
that it will pass the house there can be no 
doubt.

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COL. JOHN FRENCH PASSES 
AWAY AT FORT M’PHERSON 


OLONEL JOHN W. FRENCH, | 
¢ who, until recently, had been in 
command of the post at Fort Mc- 
Pherson, died at his residence there last 
night at 6 o'clock. 
His death resulted from Bright's dis- 
ease, with which he was taken ill Sep- 
tember 23. He had been confined to his 
room from that date until the time of 
his death. His condition became serious 
the week following September 23, but 
some time afterward he rallied and his 
condition improved to such an extent 
that he was able to sit up. He grew 
worse, however, and about the middle 
of last week his condition was consid- 
ered hopeless. He gradually declined 
until the end came last night. He had 
been delirious since Saturday. 

Colonel French leaves a wife and three 
childten—Lieutenant John W. French, of 
the Nineteenth infantry; Mrs. William 
F. Valentine, and Miss Honore French. 
Mrs. French was the only member of 
the family present at the time of her 
husband's death. Lieutenant French and 
Mrs. Valentine are both in the Philip- 
pine islands, the husband of the latter 
being a first lieutenant in the Fifth cav- 
airy. Miss French is en route here from 
Paris. The children have been notified 
of their father’s death. 

A host of friends in the army will 
mourn the loss of Colonel French. He 
was a courteous gentleman, always af- 
fable, and a fine officer, characteristics 
which made him popular with those with 
whom he came in contact. 

Colonel French was 58 years of ageé 
and was a native of the district of Co- 


lumbia. He was prominent in armhy 
circles, and had made a record, having 
served in three wars, the civil war, the 


Spanish-American and the Philippine 


wa r. 


Was a Veteran Fighter. 

His services in the Spanish-American 
war was with the Twenty-third infantry. 
That regiment was one of the few that 
suffered in the attack on Manila. He also 
served in the Philippines as colonel of the 
Twenty-second infantry, going to the is- 
lands in June, 1898. 

He first became connected with the army 
at the outbreak of the civil war, when 
he entered the service as a private in 
company F, Seventh New York. He was 
honorably discharged June 3 of the same 
year, and on October 24, 1861, was appoint- 
ed a second Heutenant in the Highth in- 
fantry, being continuously in the service 
from then until his death. During his 
service he was also first lieutenant of the 
Eighth infantry, captain of the Fortieth 
and Twenty-fifth infantries, major of the 
Fourteenth infantry, Heutenant colonel 
of the Twenty-third infantry and colonel 
of the Twenty-second infantry. He or- 
ganized seven companies of the Twenty- 
seventh infantry and the headquarters 
and band of the Twenty-sixth infantry. 

After his return from the Philippines 
he was placed in command of the post 
at Governor’s igsiand, New York. In 
March of the present year he was de- 
tailed as commander of Fort McPherson 
and held that position until he was taken 
ill. He was breveted for gallant and 
meritorious service on the Weldon rail- 
road in Virginia, August 19, 1864, and for 
gallant and meritorious service in the bat- 
tle of Hatcher’s Run, Va., October 23, 
1864. 

The arrangements for the funeral have 
not yet been completed, but it is proth- 
ble that the body will be interred at West 
Point. It will be laid to rest with mili- 
tary honors. As a mark of respect the 
United States flag at Fort McPherson 
will be put at half mast today and the 
parade, drill and other such duties will 
be suspended. Captain Scott is now in 
command of the-post and has been dur- 
ing Colonel French's illness.

At the next meeting of council Mayor 
Mims will recommend that steps be taken 
looking to the erection of a suitable mon- 
ument to the memory of the late Captain 
L. P. Grant. who was one of Atlanta's 
most prominent citizens. 

It was he who presented the city with 
the beautiful park which now bears his 
name. In many other ways he demon- 
strated, in a most substantial manner, his 
devotion to Atlanta and her citizens. 

The mayor suggested the matter to the 
members of the ordinance committee dur- 
ing the meeting of that committee yes- 
terday morning, and his recommendation 
will doubtless receive immediate and fa- 
vorable consideration, although council 
will probably not be in a position to take 
the proper steps in the matter until early 
next year. 

“The erection of a shaft in honor of 
such a splendid citizen as Captain 
Grant certainly proved himself,” 
said Mayor Mima, ‘is something 
that Atlanta should’ do, and _ that, 
too, without delay. The city should 
by a memorial tablet or monument, per- 
petuate the memory of such a puwiic- 
spirited man. My reecommendation to 
council regarding the matter will be gen- 
eral in its tenor and I shall merely sug- 
gest that a committee be appointed to 
take up and consider the details.”

Debate on the Atlanta depot was begun 
in the house vesterday. 

It was entirely out of order, but the 
house gave its unanimous consent that 
the rules be suspended and that the good 
work should go on, 

Mr. Felder, of Bibb, introduced a réso- 
lution providing that the lessees of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad were not 
complying with the terms of the lease 
in that they had failed ‘to keep the pas- 
senger station on the terminal property 
of the state in the city of Atlanta in a 
tenantable condition and in the condition 
of other stations of first-class railroads 
of Georgia,’’ and requesting the governor 
to use his power under the lease act to 
compel the lessees to put the depot in 
proper condition. 

Mr. Felder wanted his resolution 
ferred to the general judiciary committee. 

Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, wanted the reso- 
lution to go to the committee on Western 
and Atlantic railroad. 

Thereby came the rub, and a pretty 
warm one it was until Mr. Blalock, of 
Fayette, found a resolution adopted at 
the last session providing that all mat- 
ters relating to the depot should be re- 
ferred to the special depot committee. 

Unanimous consent of the house had 
been obtained to permit Mr. Felder and 
Mr. Slaton to explain what they were 
“driving at,’ in the language of Mr. 
Hardwick, of Washington, who asked for 
the consent. Then Messrs. Felder and 
Slaton started in to tell not only why the 
resolution should be referred as each had 
indicated, but why Atlanta should and 
should not have a new depot. 

Points of order and questions were 
fired at Mr. Slaton from all parts of the 
hall, and he continued his argument 
against great disadvantages until Mr. 
Blatock discovered the resolution which 
settled the point and carried Mr. Siaton’'s 
way. the resolution going to the commit- 
tee on Western and Atlantic railroad. 

The house refused to reconsider the 
resolution inviting Mrs. W. H. Felton to 
speak before the genera] assembly so as 
to permit an amendment changing the 
hour, and passed the bill providing that 
consumers of commercial fertilizers shall 
not be required to return them for taxa- 
tion when the land upon which they are 
to be used is properly returned. 

Felder’s Depot Resolution. 

The resolution offeréd by Mr. Felder. of 
Bibb, relating to the Atlanta depot- is as 
follows: 

Whereas, The present passenger 
station upon the terminal property 
of the state in the city of Atlanta 
has been condemned by the chief ex- 
ecutive of the state, the railroad com- 
mission of Georgia and the committee 
of the house on the Western and At- 
lantic railroad, and has at the con- 
vening of each session of the general 
assembly been officially declared by 
the board of health of the city of At- 
lanta to be a nuisance and a menace 
to the public health and safety; and 

Wh e lease contract under 
which the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road igs operated distinctly provides 
that all improvements, betterments, 
my ameliorations, whatever, shall be 
made at the expense of the lessee, and 
no claim for such shall ever be en- 
tertained or allowed by the state; and 
said contract also further distinctly 
provides that the said lessee shall at 
all times keep said road in condition 
of first-class roads of Georgia and in 
a condition to safely and expeditious- 
ie on the business of said road; 
an 

Whereas, There is now on deposit 
with the treasurer of the state bonds 
in the sum of five hundred thousand 
@ollars as security for the faithful 

ormance. on the part of the lessee 
of the terms and obligations of said 
lease; and 

Whereas. The governor is empow- 
ered under the act of the general as- 
sembly authorizing the lease of said 
railroad to compel a compliance with 
the terms and obligations of the 
lease; therefore 

Be it resolved by the house, That 
it is the sense of this body that the 
present lessee of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad has committed and 
continues to commit a bréach of the 
terms and obligations of its lease in 
that it fails to keep the passenger 
station on the terminal property of 
the state in the city of Atlanta in 
a tenantable condition and in the 
conditfon of other stations on first- 
clase railroads of Georgia and in such 
@ condition as to safely and expedi- 
tiously carry on the business of said 
railroad; 

it further resolved, That his 
excelliency, the governor, is respect- 
fully requested to exercise the powers 
conferred upon him by the act of the 
general assembly, under which said 
railroad property was leased, to com- 

1 a compliance on the part of the 
lessee with the terms and obligations 
of the lease. ; 

How the Argument Arose. 

When !t had been read Mr. Felder 
asked that it be referred to the general 
judiciary committee, while Mr. Slaton 
objected, insisting it should go to the 
Western and Atlantic railroad commit-

‘This is a legal proposition,’’ Mr, Fel- 
der said in explaining his request. ‘‘and 
the resolution should go before a com- 
mittee which deals with legal matters— 
the general judiciary.” 

Mr. Felder declared that according to 
all reports the depot was in a frightful 
condition, unhealthy and unsafe. A man 
had been fined by the recorder for lean- 
ing against it. because there was danger 
of knocking it over. Seriously, Mr. Felder 
contended the depot had not. been ker} 
in the condition required by the lease, 
and the lessees should be compelled to 
conform to the terms of the contract 
and put it in proper condition at once. 

“The Western and Atlantic railroad 
committee has already passed on this 
matter,’ said Mr. Felder. “It has pre- 
judged the case. I do not want this res- 
olution sent to a committee that will! 
Sidetrack it. I want to see that it i8 
heard from again.”’ 


Mr. Slaton’s Position. 

Mr. Slaton contended the matter was 
one relating purely to the depot and the 
property of the state, and should go to 
the special Western and Atlantic railroad 
committee, which had charge of all mat- 
ters in that connection. He then went 
into an argument showing the necafsity 
for proper action, and urged that this 
committee, having charge of the whole 
matter, was in a better position to sug- 
gest what ought to be done. 

“Some thought it would benefit Atlanta 
to build a depot on the present site, and 
opposed it on that ground,’’ Mr. Slaton 
said. 

Mr. Felder made the point that the 
statement was a slur upon the intelli- 
gence of the house. 

“If my friend from Bibb is particularly 
sensitive on that point, I will withdraw 
it so far as it relates to him,’ Mr. Sla- 
ton replied. 

“As a matter of fact,” 
Slaton, “it would not benefit Atlanta so 
much as would be the case were the 
Southern railway to build a depot at For- 
Syth street, because that would improve 
another section of the city.’ 

Mr. Hardin, of Wilkes, arose to a ques- 
tion of personal privilege. Mr. Slaton 
said he should be allowed to state it. 
Then Mr. Hardin said: 

“Tf this is the beginning of the end of 
this session, may the good Lord have mer- 
cy on us.”’ 

There was considerable laughter anid 
then several points of order were made 
that Mr. Slaton was discussing the mer- 
its of the depot question.

Measure Might Mean Ruin of the Law 
Schools, They Say. 


MEMORIAL IS SENT TO 
BOTH SENATE AND HOUSE 


Plea Is Made That Requirements Un- 
der Proposed Bill Will Be Too 
Great a Tax Upon Time 
and Finances of 
Students. 


An ecarnest protest against the pass- 
age of the Ellis bill, which provides that 
law students must present a diploma 
from a having a 
before they will be admitted to practice 
was received yesterday in the form of 


a memorial from the trustees of the Mer- 


school two-year course 


cer university law school. 

Under the present law students present- 
ing a diploma of graduation from law 
schools recognized by the state are admit- 
ted to the practice of law whether or not 
that school has a one-year or a two-year 
term. The bill introduced by ‘Senator 
Ellis seeks to give recognition to only 
such schools as have a two-year term, 
and it is against this that the trustees of 
Mercer are -protesting. 

The forth in a very 
lengthy memorial address to the senate 
and house in which the reasons for oppo- 
sition are fully: given. Were it proposed 
and possible to put all schools and law 
students on the same footing, the trustees 
of Mercer would not object, but they 
claim that a student may devote six 
months or a year to the study of law in 
a private office and then upon examina- 
tion be admitted to a privilege for which 
their students would have to work two 
years. 

The first objection in the memorial is 
that the requirement that the curriculum 
of a law school shall have the approval 
of the state board of examiners is un- 
precedented and superfluous. The claim 
made that the faculty of Mercer is 
capable of passing upon the qualifi- 
cation of an applicant as the state board 
of examiners, and that no man not qual- 
ifled would be sent out from the school to 
practice. The plea is also made that the 
exfra year required under the Ellis bill 
Will be too great a tax upon the time 
and the finances of many you™g men who 
can qualify to be lawyers in one year's 
time. 

Instead of raisime the stanmlard of 
the law schools and increasing the patron- 
age of the same, it is argued that such a 
law will possibly result in the ruin of 
law’ schools now prosperous and turning 
it good lawyers.

For Relief of Farmers. 

By a vote of 109 to 0 the house passed 
the bill by Mr. Steed, of Taylor, to ex- 
empt from taxation fertilizers in the 
of the consumer, where the land 
on which they are to be used has been 
properly returned. 

The bill provides that the consumer of 
any commercial fertilizers shall not be 
required to return for taxation such fer- 
tilizers as are in his possession, where the 
land on which such fertilizers are to be 
used has been properly returned for tax- 
ation. 

The bill was about to be put upon its 
passage when Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, call- 
ed upon the author to explain its terms, 
asking also whether it was a consti- 
tutional measure. 

Mr. Steed explained 
held by the attorney’ general 
comptroller general under the 
tax act of 1900 that all fertilizers in the 
hands of the consumer were subject to 
taxation just the same as if they were in 
the hands of the dealer. 

“Why, said Mr. Steed, “‘some 
ceivers have even made farmers 
for taxation fertilizers that were 
ground.,”’ 

He held this was unjust, especially in 
view of the fact that taxes had already 
been paid upon the same goods by the 
manufacturer. The object of the bill, he 
said, was simply to relieve the farmer 
from the payment of a tax § that :he 
should not be required to pay. Both the 
attorney general and the comptroller 
general had stated the measure was con- 
stitutional, in their opinion, and that it 
was one that ought to be passed. 

Mr. Slaton in explaining his vote in fa- 
vor of the bill, said he had very grave 
doubts about the constitutionality of the 
measure, byt would yield to the opinion 
of those able officials and vote in its 
favor. 

The ayes and noes were then called and 
the bill was passed by a vote of 109 to 0.

Large port re- 
eeipts, offerings of print cloths by Borden in 
Fall River at lower prices, feneraliy favorable 
weather cenditions in the belt and a scarcity 
of public buying orders made f easy for 
the bears to keep prices below Saturday's 
close. A forecast for unsettled weather in 
the eastern belt and for colder temperatures 
in the western belt tonight ‘ad very little ¢f- 
fect in the afternoon. when exporters sold the 
market down to the lowest figures of the day. 
Wail street bought around 7.40 for January 
in the last hour and some bulls picked up a 
little ectton on rumors that southern markets 
were stiffening. As an offset to a large es- 
timate for tomorrows New Orleans receipts, 
Houston predicted a very light movement at 
that port, with privaie advices declaring that 
Texas receipts from now on will continue 
light. Trading was unusually light pretty 
much all day and for the most part corn- 
trised professional operations of an evening 
up character. The market closed steady net 
7 to Ji points lower.

New York, Novémber t1|.—There was an- 
Other day of broad and active speculation in 
Stocks today and a large and well distributed 
demand for bonds. outside of the extraordinary 
dealings in some of the convertible and specu- 
lative bonds.

10 SANDERSVILLE 


Sheriff English Found Him Gone When 
He Went To Serve Warrant. 


WILL RETURN THIS MORNING 


Friends of State School Commissioner 
Assert Charges Were Preferred 
for Political Effect and 
That They Amount 
to Nothing.

State School Commissioner G. R, Glenn 
left the city yesterday morning on the 
8:30 Central train for Sandersville, where 
he went, unaccompanied, to answer the 
charge of criminal libel preferred against 
him by County School Commissioner 


‘John M. Rogers, of Washington ‘county. 


Sheriff English, of Washington county, 
who came to Atlanta Sunday night for 
the purpose of serving the warrant sworn 
out by Rogers upon: Dr: Glenn, left the 
city to return home on the 9 o’clock train 
last night, having taken in the circus and 
having spent several hours pleasantly 
with his friends in the city. 

In so far as serving the warrant and 
taking Dr. Glenn back to Sandersville 
with him was concerned, Sheriff English 
failed in his mission. In so far as there 
was a desire on the part of certain par- 
ties to have Dr. Glenn appear in Wash- 
ing county and answer the charges, his 
trip was a success. 

Dr. Glenn was advised by friends early 
yesterday morning that the best course 
to pursue would be to go to Sandersville 
at once and answer the charge. He act- 
ed upon this advice, and there was no 
arrest made by the sheriff, technical or 
otherwise. It was about 10 o’clock yes- 
terday morning when Sheriff English 
called at Dr. Glenn’s office at the eapi- 
tol for the third time and learned that 
the latter had departed for Sandersville 
on the first train. 

Friends of Dr. Glenn assert that tlie 
charges will amount to nothing. He has 
& large number of friends in Washington 
county who will see to it that everything 
possible is done for him, and it was 
thought yesterday that he would simply 
£0 to Sandersville, waive preliminary 
hearing, give bond and return home at 
once. This idea is borne out by a tele- 
gram received from Dr. Glenn last night 
stating that he had arrived there and 
that he would return to Atlanta this 
morning. 

Dr. Glenn's friends do not hesitate to 
assert that the action on the part of 
County School Commissioner Rogers is 
intended solely for political effect. If 
Rogers felt that he had been insulted by 
the letter written him by Dr. Glenn they 
ask why he did nof take some steps with 
it five or six weeks ago, when it was 
written. 

The facts in the case are substantially 
as they were presented in The Consti- 
tution yesterday.

NO RADICAL CHANGES 
IN GEORGIA DISTRICTS 


The senate 


and house committees on 
congressional reapportionment will hold 
their first meeting in the room of the 
secretary of the senate this afternoon at 
3 o'clock. 

The stnate committee is composed of 
eleven members, one from each congres- 
sional district, with Senator Roland Ellis 
as chairman, while the house committee 
is composed of twenty-two members, with 
Hon. B. 8. Miller, of Muscogee, as chair- 
man. It is probable that only the prelim- 
inary work will be done at the meeting 
today, but it is said the meeting will be 
an important one. 

The work before this committee has 
been the subject of no little discussion 
and speculation during the last two- or 
three days, and all sorts of wild ideas 
have been advanced as to what the com- 
mittee would likely do, or what the gen- 
eral assembly would do to the work of 
the committee. 

It is safe to say after a thorough in- 
quiry as to the matter both among mem- 
bers of the committee and members of 
the house not on the committee, that 
there will be no radical changes in the 
congressional districts of the state. 

“You may put it down as certain,” said 
a prominent member of the committee, 
“that there will be none of this doubling 
up of congressmen, as has been sug- 
gested in some of the papers of the state. 
I do not know where the idea comes from, 
but I am well satisfied that it will amount 
to nothing. I think.it safe to say that 
there will be very few changes and that 
these will be made largely with a view 
to balancing the population of the dis- 
tricts as nearly as possible. Efforts may 
be made to work out a few political 
schemes, but I am pretty positive the 
work will be done almost altogether on 
the population idea and basis.”’ 

Congressman James W. Griggs, of the 
second district, is in the city cireulating 
among his friends, and he has many of 
them in the legislature and at the capi- 
tol. With some a supposition has arisen 
that Congressman Griggs might be in- 
terested in the work of the congressional 
reapportionment committee, but Judge 
Griggs asserts that he will have nothing 
to say in the matter one way or another. 

“I am satisfied with my district as it 
stands at present,’’ he said speaking of 
the matter, “nor will I object to any 
change the general assembly may see fit 
to make-in it. I shall take my district 
as I find it, changed or unchanged, and 
it suits me.”’
